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1 . U.S. STEEL ANTI-DUMPING PETITION (UNCLASSIFIED) 

FOLLOWING WEEKS OF RUMORS, U.S. STEEL CORP. CHAIRMAN EDGAR 
B. SPEER SAID HIS FIRM WOULD FILE A COMPLAINT WITH THE USG 
CHARGING FOREIGN FIRMS WITH DUMPING IN THE U.S. HE SAID A 
NUMBER OF OTHER COMPANIES ARE EXPECTED TO JOIN IN THE COM- 
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PLAINT. HE MADE THE STATEMENT AT A NEWS CONFERENCE 
CALLED TO CRITICIZE AS "ERRONEOUS AND DAMAGING" A RECENT 
MERRILL LYNCH STUDY (COPY OF WHICH HAS BEEN SENT TO 
EMBASSY) WHICH ASSERTS THAT JAPANESE STEEL PRODUCERS CAN 
UNDERSELL U.S. PRODUCERS IN THE U.S. MARKET WITHOUT DUMP- 
ING. IN A RELATED DEVELOPMENT, MERRILL LYNCH ANNOUNCED 
SEPT 6 THAT IT HAS ASKED AN INDEPENDENT OUTSIDE CONSULTANT 
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TO COMPARE ITS REPORT WITH THAT OF THE AMERICAN IRON AND 
STEEL INDUSTRY AND INFORM THE INSTITUTE AND MERRILL LYNCH 
OF THE RESULTS. 

2. EXIM BANK COTTON CREDIT FOR BANK OF TOKYO (LOU) 

CITING A DECLINING TREND IN COTTON PRICES AND CERTAIN OTHER 
FACTORS, THE NATIONAL ADVISORY COUNCIL ON INTERNATIONAL 
MONETARY AND FINANCIAL POLICIES, WHICH MUST APPROVE EXIM 
BANK CREDITS OF OVER 60 MILLION DOLS, RECENTLY VOTED TO 
APPROVE AN EXIM 75 MILLION DOLS CREDIT TO THE BANK OF TOKYO 
TO FINANCE COTTON EXPORTS TO JAPAN. THE PROPOSED DIRECT 
CREDIT WAS SUBMITTED TO CONGRESS FOR REVIEW SEPT 7, WHERE 
IT MUST REMAIN FOR 25 LEGISLATIVE WORKING DAYS BEFORE EXIM 
CAN GIVE FINAL APPROVAL. 

3. FUKUDA LETTER TO PRESIDENT ON SIGNING OF PANAMA CANAL 
TREATIES (UNCLASSIFIED) 

ON SEPTEMBER 7, AMBASSADOR TOGO CALLED ON MR. HOLBROOKE TO 
CONVEY PRIME MINISTER FUKUDA'S LETTER TO PRESIDENT 
CARTER CONGRATULATING HIM ON THE OCCASION OF THE SIGNING OF 
THE PANAMA CANAL TREATIES. AMBASSADOR TOGO EXPRESSED HIS 
WISH THAT THE LETTER BE INCLUDED IN ANY PUBLIC REFERENCE 
THE PRESIDENT MIGHT MAKE REGARDING THE MESSAGES OF SUPPORT 
HE HAS RECEIVED. WE CONSIDER THE LETTER TO BE AN ESPECIALLY 
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GOOD ONE AND HAVE TAKEN STEPS TO INSURE THAT IT WILL NOT BE 
OVERLOOKED AMONG THE MESSAGES OF SUPPORT NOW COMING IN FROM 
VARIOUS GOVERNMENTS. 

4. AMBASSADOR TOGO CALLS ON UNDER SECRETARY HABIB (LIMITED 
OFFICIAL USE) 

AMBASSADOR TOGO CALLED ON MR. HABIB ON SEPTEMBER 6 TO ASK 
THAT HE CONVEY TWO LETTERS FROM THE AMBASSADOR TO THE WHITE 
HOUSE REQUESTING APPOINTMENTS FOR VISITING JAPANESE OFFI- 
CIALS. ONE LETTER TO THE PRESIDENT ASKS HIM TO SEE FORMER 
PRIME MINISTER KISHI ON SEPT 15. THE SECOND LETTER, TO THE 
VICE PRESIDENT, ASKS HIM TO SEE SASAKI OF THE DSP ON 
SEPT 15 AND YANO OF KOMEITO IN THE SECOND WEEK OF OCT. THE 
LETTER NOTED THAT THE AMBASSADOR WAS MAKING THESE REQUESTS 
AT THE DIRECTION OF PRIME MINISTER FUKUDA. BOTH LETTERS 
WERE SUBSEQUENTLY FORWARDED TO DR. BRZEZINSKI WITH THE 
RECOMMENDATION THAT THE PRESIDENT AND VICE PRESIDENT RE- 
CEIVE THESE VISITORS IF AT ALL POSSIBLE.
